limits to the south county line. 
trict No. 3 is the road from New 
Smyrna to DeLand and district No. 4 
branches from the DeLand road to 
the Bast Coast ferry on the St. Johns 
river. 


The contracts with the successful 


bidders will be' signed the last part 
•of this week or the first part qf next 
week and the bonds filed with the 
contracts, so that everything will be 
ready for the construction work to 
be started. It is believed that all 
the roads will be finished inside of 
six months. 
, In lettng .the 
contracts to four 


different bidders the board of county

did the 
best thing 


possible for this special tax district 
and it insures having the roads com 
pleted in a shorter space of time than 
if the contract for the whole district 
had been given to one contractor.

RAY VROOMAN WRJTES INTER- 


ESTINGLY OF HIS SERVICE ON 


THE SATURN IN THE UNITED 


STATES NAVY. 


Experiences on board ship in the 


United States navy are interestingly 
told by Ray Vrooman, who has been 
in Alaskan waters for some time on 
board the U. S. S. Saturn, in a let- 
ter recently received by his parents 
at Coronado. 
The letter was writ- 


ten from Kodiak, Alaska, and dated. 
July 14th, and is in part as follows: 


"I believe Hit last letter I sent was 


from Dutch Harbor on June 17th, but 
the steamer 'Dora,* which took the 
mail out, went on the rocks, and I 
do not know whether the mail was 
lost or not. 


"At any rate, we left Dutch Harbor 


for the Pribilof islands on June 10th. 
It is only a 200-mile run, so we ar- 
rived at St. Paul island the next af- 
ternoon, Sunday. In the last leg of 
the trip we encountered heavy beam 
seas and did some mighty wild roll- 
ng—went to 47 degrees once on my 
trick at the wheel.

CLAY ROADS IN SHAPE. 


Thousands of dollars are spent 
very year to make good roads while 
•ery little provision *s made to main- 
ain them. Maintenance is the most 
mportant part of the road, because 
vithout it the roads soon wear out. 
he money is gone and everybody is 
issatisfled. Failure to provide main- 
enance is the greatest fault of the 
good roads movement in many sec- 


ons. 
In many secAons of the state clay 


ind sand exist in the right proportion 
o make good roads if a good crown 
s put on. Sand clay roads are the 
asiest and cheapest maintained if 
hey are given the right care. The 
ting road drag is the only implement 
iccessary for keeping such roads in 
good condition. It will not build a 
oad, but it will keep it in shape 
fter it is built. 
If this drag is used after every rain 


t will keep the ruts out and no chuck 
oles will form. The work can be 
one when land is too wet to plow 
nd when teams and labor would be 
die otherwise. According to E. S. 
'ace, district agent for the University 
f 
Florida extension 
division, 
the 


ime to use the drag is when the clav 
s still wet or moist so that it will 
iuddle or pack when it is worked. 
'his gives the desired hard surface 
when it dries. 


If the road is divided into districts 
nd each farmer is given the care of 
hat portion of the road along his 
roperty or a section proportionate 
o the amount of his holdings, the 
oad can be kept in good shape at 
mall expense. It does not take long 
o drag a tew miles and the right 
ime to do the work coincides with 
he time when the labor and teams 
would be idle. Sand clay roads need

Failure to provide niain- 
enance is the greatest fault of the 
good roads movement in many see- 
ions,

asiest and cheapest maintained if 
hey are given the right care. The 
{ing road drag is the only implement 
necessary for keeping such roads in 
good condition.

If this drag is used after every rain 


t will keep the ruts out and no chuck 
oles will form. The work can be 
one when land is too wet to plow 
nd when teams and labor would be 
die otherwise.

EXPERIENCES ON SHIP 


IN ALASKAN WATERS 


RAY VROOMAN WRJTES INTER- 


ESTINGLY OF HIS SERVICE ON 


THE SATURN IN THE UNITED 


STATES NAVY. 


Experiences on board ship in the 


United States navy are interestingly 
told by Ray Vrooman, who has been 
in Alaskan waters for some time on 
board the U. S. S. Saturn, in a let- 
ter recently received by his parents 
at Coronado. 
The letter was writ- 


ten from Kodiak, Alaska, and dated. 
July 14th, and is in part as follows: 


"I believe tbe last letter I sent was 


from Dutch Harbor on June 17th, but 
the steamer 'Dora,* which took the 
mail out, went on the rocks, and I 
do not know whether the mail was 
lost or not. 


"At any rate, we left Dutch Harbor 


for the Pribilof islands on June 10th. 
It is only a 200-mile run, so we ar- 
rived at St. Paul island the next af- 
ternoon. Sunday. In the last leg of 
the trip we encountered heavy beam 
seas and did some mighty wild roll- 
ng—went to 47 degrees once on my 
Tick at the wheel.

Paul, and one night we had seal liver

I also purchased 
several other souvenirs and native 
trinkets and will 
send them home 


when we get back to 'Frisco 


"We left the Pribilofs June 30th 


and tame botk to Dutch Harbor, and" 
when we made land that time we 
very nearly picked it up with the 
keel. 
It was 2.:iO a m. and foggy. 


The fog suddenly lifted and showed 
breakers 
ahead 
and 
close to us. 


Then it was lull speed astern and put 
the wheel hard over, but we did not 
bump. 
I suppose the charts of this 


part of Alaska are none too accurate 
and there is probably a great varia- 
tion in the compass, due to local dis- 
turbances 
At any rate, navigation 


in these waters seems to be a risky 
business. 
On 
several 
occasions 


when approaching land we have let 
out one of the anchors in 30 or 40 
fathoms of water 
and 
let her tow 


along underneath the ship so if we 
get to a certain depth of water we 
will know at once. 
As the mate 


remarked: 
'It is cheaper to lose an 


anchor than to lose the ship.' 


"We stayed at Dutch Harbor until 


July 9th. when we left and came to 
Kodiak, arriving here Tuesday. July 
llth 
Kodiak was our first port of 


call after leaving San Francisco, as 
you will remember if you got my let- 
ter of May 31. 


"I forgot 
to mention that I re- 


ceived your letter of May 25th the 
day we arrived here, the llth. Was 
glad to get the Coronado items, but 
you can send the whole paper if you 
wish, as it will be forwarded to a 
government vessel anywhere in the 
seven seas. 
"July 15th—Today being my birth- 
day (21st) 
I 
celebrated by going 


ashore in the afternoon and seeing 
the sights of Kodiak. 
It is quite a 


town—for Alaska. 
But it was cold 


and rainy and I did not stay very 
long. 
I think, we are due to leave 


here in a few days 


"There has been a great number 


ot whales in the bay here the last few 
days. 
They swim around close to 


tlte ship and seem to be feeding on 
the kelp beds. 
I believe they ara 


what are called hump-backed whales 
and average about 35 feet In length. 
This afternoon I saw some ot them 
Jumping almost clear of the water, 
and.

Velvet bean caterpillars are due in

in Florida. While it Is destructive to; 
the crop and will defoliate the vines, 
it may be controlled easily and at 
comparatively low cost. 
The insect 


has a great many natural enemies 
and it is only necessary 
to supple- 


ment the work of these enemies to 
obtain complete control. A fungus 
disease known as cholera can be de- 
pended on to keep the caterpillars in 
check by October and some times in j 
November.

! the citrus groves, but the brown fun- 
gus may not develop if applied that 
early. J. Ft. Watson, entomologist to 
the University of Florida experiment 
station, suggests that those growers 
who failed to obtain a catch of the 
brown at the first spraying may do so 
during August. This fungus is par 
ticularly a late summer and autumn 
form.

"Suppose, for the sake of argument,

I do not see how 
you can have a standard quality with- 
out a standard price The trade mark 
on an article, the approved standard 
price and standard quality, protect 
the consumer because they are a 
guarantee that the manufacturer will 
continue that standard.
